Interview ‘in Home 


Tokyo, Aug, 14. 

Baron Kiichtro Hiranuma, Minis- 
ter without Portfollo, was shot by a 
would-be nssassin ot his home this 
morning, but escaped with only a 
slight injury In the neck, the Metro- 
politan: Police Board announced. 

According to the announcement, 
which was mode at 1 p.m. a person 
giving his name as Nachiko Nishi- 
yama, 32, at.6 a.m, to-day visited the 
private home of Baron Hiranuma to 
Ikeep an appolntment.’ Presenting o 
letter of Introduction from a native 
of Okayama prefecture, he was re- 
eclved by the Minister, professedly to 
seck on autograph, As he was shown 
{nto the drawing room, he picked up 
a pistol from beneath the draft paper 
and shot the Minister of State. 

Tho bulict; however, only slightly 
injured the Minister of State in the 
neck, The man was _chased_and ar-=. 
rested by the guard at the porch.- 

The motive and other details are 
now belng investigated. 

A Wilsonian type of scholar, 
Baron Hiranuma {s President of the 
Nihon Untversity, and was head of 
the powerful rightist organisation
